(1)  Radioi 


(a)  The  26lst  Signal  Company  deactivated  their  ROK  North  signal  site 
at  Van  Loc.  This  site  provided  VHP  communications  between  3rd  Bn  20th  1 

RGK  Regt  and  20th  ROK  Regt  Hdqts  at  ROK  South.  This  decrease  in  mission  / 

provided  some  relief  in  the  area  of  31M  shortages.  / 


(b)  Company  D,  l*$9th  Signal  Battalion  deactivated  their  Binh  Thanh 
and  Song  Cau  VHF  sites  on  17  Sep  69.  Both  sites  had  operated  a  single 
VHF  system  in  support  of  the  POK  Tiger  Division,  26th  Regiment.  Deactiva¬ 
tion  of  these  two  sites  decreased  the  conpany's  operational  area  and 
reduced  the  need  for  convoys  through  unsecure  areas.  Greater  economy  of 
critically  short  31M  personnel  also  resulted. 

(c)  Company  D,  l*59th  Signal  Battalion  established  a  signal  site  at 
Van  Canh,  providing  a  VHF  system  to  connect  RGK  3rd  Bn  Cav  Regt,  Tiger 
Division  with  RGK  Tiger  Division  Headquarters  at  Capital.  This  new  site 
operates  on  A-band  VHF  system  which  has  proved  reliable  on  a  15  mile 
obstructed  profile  path.  In  addition,  this  system  has  not  been  plagued 
by  !M  interference  that  is  experienced  on  other  A-band  systems. 

(d)  Company  B,  l*3rd  Signal  Battalion  installed  an  additional  VHF 
system  between  Phu  Cat  AFB  and  Vung  Chua  Mountain  in  order  to  provide 
additional  channels  between  these  locations.  Additional  channels  were 
needed  to  augnent  a  21*  channel  AN/TRC-97B  tropo  system  which  teminates 
at  Fhu  Cat,  with  the  need  for  access  to  VCM  patching  capabilities. 

(2)  Telephone  and  Wire: 

(a)  On  1*  October  1969*  the  1000  line  dial  telephone  exchange  at  Phu 
Tai  was  cutover,  replacing  the  old  manual  telephone  exchange.  The  new 
exchange  has  90  class-A  subscribers  and  231  class-C  subscribers.  The 
exchange  has  12  primary  trunks  to  Vung  Chua  Tandem  Switch,  12  secondary 
trunks  to  Qui  Nhon  DCO  and  27  ringdown  trunks  to  other  switchboards  at 
nearby  units.  The  cutover  from  manual  to  dial  service  was  accomplished 
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in  a  smooth,  professional  manner.  Previous  to  cutover,  new  DCO  subscriber 
installations  wore  installed  parallel  to  existing  WE  distribution,  co a- 
nected  to  the  same  instrunent.  The  DCO  termination  was  temporarily  cut-out 
at  protector  blocks  on  the  DCO  frame.  Upon  cutover,  DCO  protectors  were 
activated  and  the  exchange  functioned  immediately,  MTE  drops  were  out-out 
the  next  day, 

(b)  On  29  Oct  69  the  Tandem  Switch  on  Vung  Chua  Mountain  was  cutover 
for  operation.  The  Tandem  provides  long  distance  direct  dialing  capabil¬ 
ity  for  olassWl  phones  in  the  Qui  Nhon,  Phu  Tai,  Phu  Cat*  and  Tuy  Hoa  areas. 
Activation  of  the  Tandem  included  many  on  the  spot  engineering  changes 
which  were  necessitated  by  tests  following  circuit  activation.  This  caused 
circuit  cutovers  to  initially  fall  behind  schedule,  but  actual  cutover  was 
accomplished  on  schedule.  After  activation,  difficulties  were  experienced 
by  Qui  Nhon  subscribers  who  had  a  high  percentage  of  non-crxnpleted 

calls  while  dialing  direct.  This  was  found  to  have  resulted  from  errors 
in  wiring  in  the  QNH  DCO  which  were  corrected  five  days  following  cutover. 
The  only  remaining  problem  is  a  shortage  of  Tandem  trunks  to  Tan  Son  Nhut 
which  will  be  verified  by  a  3C  day  traffic  study.

(3)  Communications  Center!  Traffic  volune  of  the  Qui  Nhon  Army  Comm 
Center  increased  during  the  reporting  period  due  to  the  deactivation  of  the 
Qui  Nhon  Support  Command  Canm  Center.  The  facility  was  able  to  handle  this 
additional  traffic  efficiently.  New  Digital  Subscriber  Terminal  Equipment 
(DSTE)  will  shortly  be  received  and  will  be  placed  in  operation  in  the  next 
90  days.  Elimination  of  the  present  high  reject  rate  experience  with 
Mode-V  equipment  will  result, 

e.  Training! 

(1)  On-the-job  training  and  cross  training  programs  were  in  effect 
during  the  reporting  period,  OJT  was  conducted  by  VHF  radio,  carrier, 
mess  hall  operations,  wheeled  vehicle  repair  and  other  MOS's.

g*  Logistics* 

(1)  The  unit  supply  technician  completed  hie  audit  of  company 
property  books  during  the  quarter*  To  correct  the  errors  discore  red 
during  the  audits,  instruct!  on  was  given  in  proper  supply  procedures 
and  reports  of  survey  have  been  initiated.  The  shortage  of  supply 
sergeants  (NOS  76TLO)  is  the  major  factor  in  supply  problems  uncovered 
by  audits. 

(2)  The  battalion  electronics  maintenance  shop  established  a  four 
man  quality  assurance  teasi  to  visit  all  of  the  signal  sites  in  the 
battalion.  This  team  consisting  of  a  tea  chief,  switchboard  repairman, 
radio  repairman  and  teletype  repairman  visited  two  companies  every 
month  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  battalion  communications. 
Results  of  this  program  include  decreased  circuit  outage  frequency 

and  increased  circuit  quality. 

h.  Organisation*  The  organisational  structure  of  the  List  Slgial 
Battalion  is  shown  in  Incloeure  1.  During  the  last  reporting  period, 
the  3rd  platoon  of  Hie  978th  Signal  Company  was  deployed  to  Cat  Ranh 
Bay  and  attached  to  the  73rd  Signal  Battalion,  the  2nd  platoon  waa 
deployed  to  Pleiku  and  attached  to  the  L3rd  Signal  Battalion,  while  the 
1st  platoon  remained  with  the  List  Signal  Battalion  attached  to  Co.  D, 
L99th  Signal  Battalion  at  Phu  Tai.  All  organic  platoon  equipment  and 
the  individual  equipment  of  the  men  were  moved  in  July.  In  preparation 
for  activation  of  the  II  CTZ  Signal  Battalion  (Provisional)  the  head- 
quartera  platoon  of  the  978th  Signal  Company  deployed  to  Can  Ranh  Bay 
with  all  equipment  on  19  August  1969.

(a)  OBSERVATION  *  It  is  known  that  operating  equipment  mounted  in 
shelters  without  protection  for  the  shelter  results  in  high  heat  buildup 
inside  the  shelter. 
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(b)  EVALUATION*  It  vaa  found  that  S-liilB  aheltera  could  be  cooled 
sufficiently  with  the  blowers  by  laying  two  layers  of  sandbags,  a  layer 
of  PSP  and  then  two  more  layers  of  sandbags  on  top  of  the  shelter* 
Revetments  built  of  wpty  a  or  tar  boxes  filled  with  sand  were  placed

(s)  OBSRVATICNt  Each  dial  telephone  exchange  is  required  to 
stock  approximately  1100  lines  of  repair  parts  per  letter  1st  Signal 
Brigade  3CCPV-NG-L0-M,  2ti  FM>  69,  subjects  Repair  Parts  Listing  for 
Strqaberg  Carlson  Dial  Central  Office  and  Dial  Telephone  Exchange. 

(b)  EVALUATION  t  Letter  above  requires  that  each  DCO  maintain  all 
repair  parts  listed  for  one  year  regardless  of  demand  experience. 
Approximately  9  months  of  experience  at  the  Qui  Nhon  DCO  has  shown  that 
many  items  are  overstocked.  IWo  examples  are  various  resistors  and 
relay  armatures.  For  the  entire  PLL  the  only  items  in  great  demand  were 
switchboard  cords,  switchboard  plugs,  operator  headsets,  assarted  fuses 
and  dials  for  switchboards.

g.  Communications » 

(1)  Cable  Preeaurlsation 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  A  great  deal  of  manpower  is  expended  in  locating 
troubles  whioh  occur  on  buried  cable  plants.  Troubles  eueh  as  vat 
sections  or  leaking  blocks  ere  difficult  to  locate  on  PIC  cable  end 
extemive  excavation  is  usually  required  before  service  oan  be  restored. 

(b)  EVALUATION t  Present  practices  of  installing  buried  plants  do 
not  lnolude  pressurisaticn  of  cable  which  would  greatly  reduce  the' 
incidence  of  troubles  due  to  water.  Pressure  fault  location  teats,  and 
a  system  of  blocks  and  pressure  bypasses  at  each  splice,  would  signifi¬ 
cantly  reduce  the  incidence  of  wet  cables  and  would  simplify  fault 
location. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION :  That  eithsr  aerial  construction  or  pressurised 
buried  construction  be  adopted  aa  standards  in  cable  construction. 
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(2)  VHP  Frequency  Planning 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  Area  VHP  frequency  planning  was  found  to  be  wore 
effective  if  propagation  characteristics  of  different  VHP  frequency 
bands  are  incorporated  into  planning  techniques*  Accepted  techniques 
usually  consider  only  the  effects  of  nutual  interference. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  To  plan  VHP  frequency  assigments  for  an  area,  each 
system  is  classified  as  short  line -of -el  ght,  long  line-of-alght,  short 
obstructed  path,  or  long  obstructed  path.  "D"  band  is  assigned  to  all 
short  line-of-sight  paths,  "C"  band  to  long  line-of-alght  paths,  "B"  band 
to  short  obstructed  paths,  and  ”AN  band  to  long  obstructed  paths..  Ex¬ 
perience  has  shorn  that  these  frequency  ranges  are  most  suitable  to  these 
path  characteristics* 

(c)  RECOMUNDATION*  That  VHP  frequency  planning  doctrine  include 
assignment  of  frequency  bands  in  accordance  with  path  characteristics. 

(3)  Use  of  RF  Patch  Panel  to  Enable  Primary  and  Backup  Equipment 
to  Use  the  Same  Antenna* 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  It  has  been  noted  at  maigr  signal  sites  that  it  is 
impossible  to  move  the  antenna  coaxial  cable  to  the  backup  trrnismltters 
and  receivers  because  the  SO  foot  lead-in  is  only  long  enough  to  reach 
the  primary  set  of  equipment. 

(b)  EVALUATION*  The  basic  cause  of  the  above  problem  is  the  hei#it 
of  the  antenna  tower*  An  RP  patching  panel  could  be  constructed  near 
the  equipment  shelter*  The  RG-li*  coaxial  from  the  antenna  would  termin¬ 
ate  on  this  panel.  RO-fl  coaxial  would  leave  the  panel  and  terminate 

on  the  primary  and  backup  equi  patent.  Short  pieces  of  RO-llt  or  RO-fl 
could  be  used  for  patching  equipment  to  the  antenna* 

(c)  RBCOMBIDATXCN*  That  where  antenna  coaxial  cable  is  not  long 
lnough  to  reach  backup  equipment  the  above  system  be  used.
